Personal Advice Against Extréme Penalty.

WASHINGTON! Nov. 28.—While officials of the American Govern- 
ment were reticent about discussing the matter today, it is not believed 
that the Harding Administration will in any. way condone the action of 
the Greek Government in causing the execution today at Athens of. 
former Cabinet Ministers and army officers. 

It was said at the State Department that no official representations 
to the Greek Government on the subject had been made,. but Jefferson 
Caffery, the American Chargé d’Affaires at Athens, on his “ personal " 
account, advised against the execution of the death penalties. ~ 

The United States has no Minister at Athens, and there is no Greek 
Minister here, the United States having for some time refused to accord 
political recognition to the present and previous Governments at Athens. 
It_is not likely that Chargé d’Affaires Caffery will be withdrawn, as 
private American interests, including the Red Cross and Near East 
Relief, are engaged in extensive humanitarian activities in connection 
with caring for the Greek refugees evacuated from portions. of Asia 
Minor to Greek territory. The United States Government is interested 
in 2 humanitarian way in this relief work and has representatives at 
both Athens and Constantinople engaged in control of such work. 

The mere failure of the Greek Government to prevent the debacle 
of its armed forces in the face of aroused Turkish nationalism does not 
necessarily constitute “ high treason,’’ it is pointed out. It was stated 
here that if military disasters, without absolute proof of treason, were 
to be followed by executions, many allied Cabinet officials during the 
World War might on the same kind of a showing have been tried by 
court-martial when the allied arms suffered serious reverses at various 
stages of that confiict. ,

TURKS DENOUNCE FRENCH

LAUSANNE, Nov. 28.—An effort is 
being made here by the Turks and Rus- 
Sians to create the impression that there 
exists the. foundation of a Russo-Turko- 
American accord on important issues to 
come before the Lausanne conference. 
Needless to say, this effort receives no 
assistance from Ambassador Child. It 
is really the work of the wily Rakovsky. 

The basis of this idea lies in this argu- 
ment: The Turks want relief from all 
the Allies’ claims of special privileges 
in their country. This demand is backed 
by Russia. ‘America demands the open 
door and the end of special privilege. 
Therefore, it. is argued, nothing is more 
hatural than that Turkey, Russia and 
a work together for the open 

oor. 

Proceed one more step and you get 
Rakovsky's big idea. As Mr. Child said 
in his statement the other day, all ques- 
tions here are interrelated, all bear on 
the final settlement. A favorable an 
Swer to the demand for the open-duet 
policy depends upon a favorable settle- 
ment of other issues. Therefore, to get 
their open door, the Americans—so the 
argument ruhs—will work with the Rus- 
sians and Turks generally. 

The Turks.go so fat as to say that in 
his talk day before yesterday with Ismet 
Pasha Mr: Child gavé the Turkish nego- 
tiator assurance of American support on 
the issues involving the open door. Of 
course, Mr. Child denies having made 
any Biich commitment.

Turkey will be glad to make & general 
treaty with the United States and will 
be happy to begin negotiations at any 
time.

He has not 
yot begun any treaty pourparlers with 
Ambussador Child, but said he stood 
ready to start an exchange of views at 
the first available moment.

Premier Mussolini, relieved from his 
parliamentary cares, is giving special 


attention to Italy’s foreign policy, fol- | 


lowing closely the developments at the 
Lausanne conference. 


He believes that the Turks should not | 


be atlowed to extend their sovereignty 
west of the Maritza River, the boundary 
of Eastern Thrace, except for Kara- 
eatch, which is the railway terminus for 
Adriancyle, although on the westerf> 
bank of the river, 

“If the Turks try to go beyond this,” 
he said today, “they will be confronted 
first by the Balkan 


bloc and then by 
the bloc of the Entente.” 
Italy, he said, was ready to partici- 


pate in any action necessary to keep the 
Turks within the boundaries established 
by the Allies. 
the plan fof a Bulgarian outlet to 
"Aegean Sea at Dedeaghatch, on condi- 
tion that this would be an economic con- 
cession and would not constitute terri- 
torial possession. Reparations would be 
demanded from Bulgaria within the limit 
of her capacity to pay. 


Said to Favor Revising Mandates, 


Mussolini is credited with the intention 
to ask for revision of the system of 
mandates in order to give Italy a chance 
to share with Great Britain and France 
in the economic advantages and raw 
materials in Asia Minor. 

He does not object to Jugoslavia hav- 
ing special concessions at Saloniki, like 
docks and storehouses such as Serbia 
had before the war, but refuses to con- 
template the possibility of any Jugo- 
slav outlet there having a political or 
territorial character. Jugo-Slavia, how- 
ever, would be called upon to give pro- 
portional compensation to Italy, which 


would mean a reopening of the Adriatic} 


problem, although the Premier favors 
the enforcement of the Treaty of Ra- 
allo and the agreement of Santa 
fargherita. 

Finally, on the question of German 
reparations, Mussolini agrees with 
France that Germany must pay. He has| 


not yet decided as to the attitude Italy 
should take if Germany does not pay— 
whether she should join France in ap- 

lying the sanctions provided under the 

reaty of Versailles—but believes that 
an agreement on the subject is likely, 
on condition that Italian interests are 
duly protected. This would probably 
lead to a discussion of the whole ques- 
tion of Franco-ltalian relations, 
are especially important in the 
terranean. 

Busts of Dante for Embassies. 

The better to insure the carrying out 
of his foreign policy, Mussolini has de- 
eided that, from Jan. 1 next, all consular 
agents and clerks in the service of the 
Government shall be Italians. He has 


also ordered that a bust

country.

mining America’s moral fibre. 
Information obtained at the White 
House shortly after today’s Cabinet ses- 
Sion indicated that the Philadelphia in- 
cident, already denounced by Secretary 
of the Navy Denby, had been considered 
largely, if not entirely, in the light of 
its effect on future football matches be- 
tween the Military Academy and the Na- 
val Academy. From what was said, the 
feeling at the meeting seems to have 
been that one unseemly occurrence of the 
character described by Secretary Denby 


did not justify a discontinuance of the | 
annual games between West Point and | 


Annapolis. 

The Secretary of the Navy today ap- 
pointed a board of inquiry to investi- 
gate and fix responsibility for the fail- 
ure of discipline over midshipmen at 
Philadelphia after the game. It is 
headed by Rear Admiral A. H. Robert- 
son, Assistant Chief of Naval Opéra- 
tions. The names of other members will 
be announced when the board convenes. 
No officer stationed at the Naval Acad- 
emy is a member. Secretary Denby | 
said this afternoon that the board would | 
go to Annapolis but not to Philadelphia. 
The object of the inquiry, he explained, | 
was not to get evidence to convict any 
midshipmen or to ascertain in detail 
what took place in Philadelphia, but 
to fix responsibility®for the break-down 
in discipline which made it possible for 
some midshipmen to misbehave them- 
selves. 


“To Avoid Future Orgies. 


Appointment of the board followed a 
long conference today between Secretary | 
Denby and Rear Admiral Henry B. | 
Wilson, Superintendent of the Naval | 
Academy, who came to Washington for 
that purpose. Secretary Denby said 
that he and Admiral Wilson agreed that 
the situation could be handled best by a 
board of inquiry. Admiral Wilson re- 
turned to Annapolis tonight, taking with 
him the precept of instructions for the 
board. The investigators will seek not 
only to ascertain what naval officers 
were responsible for the break-down of 
but also to determine upon 
means to -prevent such misconduct on 
future occasions when the midshipmen 
appear In public places. The board also 
will report as to the methods followed 
at past football games between the West 
Point and Annapolis elevens to prevent 
any breach of discipline and in what 
respect the methods of discipline at Phil- 
adelphia on last Saturday differed from 
those in the past. But the main business 
of the inquirers will be to decide whether 
there was any dereliction of duty by

TAXI DRIVERS IN ROW |

Gompers Urges Defeat of Bill, 


Samuel Gompers, President of the 
American Federation of Labor, sent a 
letter to members of Congress tonight 
urging them.to defeat the Ship Subsidy 
bill. He said it would not rehabilitate 
American shipping, but would place a 


heavy burden on the United States 
Treasury. 

After recounting labor's opposition to 
ship subsidies in the past, Mr. Gompers 
says: 
“The Subsidy bill now before you will 
not bring men and competence into the 
merchant marine. It will bring enor- 
mous sums of money into the pockets 
of a group of subsidized shipping finan- 
ciers, and this group will constantly 
grow smaller under the monopoly-cre- 
ating provisions of the bill. 

‘* Labor’s position, on the question of 
subsidy remains without change. The 
most strenuous efforts have been made 
to bring about a change in this posi- 
tion. In earlier years ship owners re- 
sorted to attempts at bribery, these 
being matters of offitial court record. 
I know of no such crude efforts in con- 
nection with the present bill, but in 
abundant measure friends of the bill 
have used subtler methods. Our posi- 
tion on this bill, however, is based on 
@ study of the bill itself. It is without 
doubt one of the most brazen Treaaury- 
looting schemes ever devised. 

“And scoundrelly ‘measures, like 
scoundrelly men, take refuge in patriot- 
{sm when no other offers. The Dill is 
urged on grounds of patriotism. It is 
difficult to think of anything more un- 
xs 
““This bill will not ‘give America a 
merchant marine, though it may give 
us @ bankers’ marine. Labor joins 
with all others who want a well manned, 
adequate merchant marine. But it de- 
nounces this bill as a fraud, a robbery, 
and wholly indefensible. i 
‘* Let it not be coxgotten. either, that, 
once enacted, the bill must remain in 
force for twenty years. Contracts made 
for that length of time will tie the 
hands of future Congresses. 

‘“‘I am laying these views before you 
ip behalf of the Executive Council of 

e American Federation of Labor, in 
conformity with the findings on the 
subject as approved by the last con- 
vention of the Federation of Labor.”

CHICAGO ELEVEN TO 
USE CITY STADIUM 


University Head Says Team Will 
Play Big Games at New 
Arena, Seating 60,000. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 28.—As a result of an 
editorial appearing in The Daily Maroon, 
a student publication at the University 
of Chicago, saying that a new stadium 
was not needed to accommodate Chi- 


cagoans desiring to yitnesa football 
games, and that the university was not 
‘‘an intergral part of the city,’’ Harry 
Pratt Judson, President of the univer- 
sity, tonight issued a statement declar- 
ing the institution planned to use the 
new City Stadium, seating 60,000 per- 
sons, when the occasion demands. 

President Judson said that to build 
a new stadtum at the university would | 
cost probably $1,000,000, that it woulda 
be filled only once or twice a season 
and that the university regardé¢d its edu- 
cational needs more pressing than build- 
ing a new stadium. 

Hundreds of protests had. been made 
from disappointed fans who sought to 
obtain tickets for the Princeton and 
other important games this season. 
Stagg Field, where the games were 
played, was jammed to its 82,000 ca- 
pacity for the last three games on the 
schedule, all seats having been sold 
by application a month in advance. 

‘“‘ While it is true that the university 
is not legally related to thé city,’’ Pres- 
ident Judson’s statement said, ‘‘ it feels 
itself none the less really a part of Chi- 
cago and the university regards it as a 
duty to make every contribution it can 
to the life of the city. 

“The university desires to accommo- 
date as many people at the football 
games as it can provide for without in- 
justice to its more serious educational 
responsibilities. The university regards 
its eduéational needs aa far more seri- 
views pressing.

AMHERST, Nov 28—‘ Sports for 
all’ has been the slogan at Amherst 
College for many years, but this Fall 
one of the best records ever made 
for undergraduate participation in 
outdoor athletics has been estab- 
lished..

He Asks That America Will Stand 
By to Prevent War. 


To the Fiditor.of.The New. Yark Times: 

A correspondent in THE Times protests 
against committing our sons to Hurope’s 
hereditary feuds. He is not alone in his 
stamd, but is not’ the protest voiced just 
a little too soon% Germany and France 
are hereditary enemies. Germany has 
twice the population and the people are 
prolific. The population of France is 
practically stationary and the country is 
so rich, the people so intelligent and in- 
dustrious that the larger country under 
the old régime of hereditary rulers sim- 


ply could not abstain from trying to| Legend of “ Sleeping Beauty,” With. @ i 


swallow up the smaller. 

After a terrible war, which has almost 
ruined both of them, the smaller coun- 
try, being victorious,.is in danger of hav- 
ing again to fight with the larger coun- 
try, which may wish to wipe out the 
humiliation of defeat. The larger coun- 
try is now a republic, if not a democ- 
racy, and contaifis Within it the seeds 
of a civil war which may come about by 
an attempt of the defeated monarchi¢al 
partisans to recover their old prestige. 
The only way the monarchists can hope 
te have a united country back of them 
is to badger France into another war. 
The warning has come from M. Clemen- 
ceau.that preparations for some. sort of 
warlike action on the part of certain 
men in Germany are undef way. The 
reports are that Russia will be concerned 
in it. By way of Italy, the same warn- 
ing comes from Premier Mussolini. 

M, Clemenceau does not ask that we 
train up our youth to carry forward the 
feuds of Europe. He merely asks that 
as we had.a part in a-certain surgical 
operation badly needed in 1917-18, we 
should remain with the patient until he 
is at least convalescent. If the United 
States had ratified the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles and gone into the League of Na- 
tions, Germany would’ have seen that 
the game was up. Instead of embark- 
ing upon the policy of depreciating her 
currency in order to avoid recognizing 
justly incurred obligations, she would 
have asked the League of Nations to ar- 
range for some method of stabilizing fi- 
nances, so the whole world could, by this 
time, be back to a condition resembling 
normal. Try as we will, we cannot es- 
cape responsibility for the present un- 
settled condition of the worl’. 

Clemenceau has so far presented no 
plan. Perhaps he will not present any 
plan. He comes to us, an old man worn 
in the service of his country, pleading 
for a better understanding between the 
people of two great republics. That is all. 
The details of how 2 definite under- 
standing may be arrived at he wisely 
leaves to the people of the countries 
interested. If the United States will 
enter whole-heartedly Into arrange- 
ments to prevent wars, then the long 
desired new atmosphere between ancient 
enemies may be created. All that is 
needed is a gesture in the direction of 
Germany that France will*not be without 
strong friends in case another invasion 
is attempted; and the rebellious, the de- 
structively conservative and the destruc- 
tively radical elements in Germany will 
pause. An opportunity will be given the 
democratic element in Germany to grow 
in strength. Whatever we do for France 
we do for Germany. What we refuse to 
do for France hurts Germany and hurts 
civilization.

DENY DESTITUTION STORY 











One Tells Strange Tale of Ten Years 
In German Prison for Duel 
at Heidelberg. 





When the President Adams of the 
United States Lines ariived yesterday 
from Cherbourg with 212 citizens of this 
country on board who had been given a 
free passage home by the Shipping 
Beard they were so indignant with the 
statements printed about them. in the 
newspapers that they attacked the first 
photographer who asked for their pic- 
tures. He was seized on the deck of 
tho ship and his tripod taken from him 
and smashed. At first it looked as if 
the photographer woukld be béaten over 
the'head with the fron stand, but wiser 
counsel prevailed and he escaped with 
the‘loss of a part of his paraphernalia. 

The returning Americans, who camé 
in the third class, consisted of 108 men, 
63 women and 41 children. Sixteen of 
the wives were Germans from the occu- 
pied territory near Coblenz, and the re- 
maindér were French. The weddings and 
the births of the children had all taken 
place in France or Germany, as the 
husbands were all ex-service men. 


Ninety per cent. of the men were for- 
mer soldicts in the United States Army, 
who had taken honorable discharges 
abroad and worked afterward for the 
Graves Registration Service or the Uni- 
ted States Department of Agriculture, 
The remainder claimed to be citizens of 
the United States, but were compelled 
to go to Ellis Island and furnish proof 
before being allowed to land. 

The men were all well dressed and 
their wives and children looked neat and 
healthy. They were indignant at the 
statements made of their being destitute 
and derelicts from France. Most of the 
married men had money and paid theif 
own railroad fares from Paris to Cher- 
bourg, where they embarked on the 
President Adams. Several of them made 
contributions to the American Aid So- 
ciety ranging from 100 to 200 francs beé- 
fore leaving Paris. It was through Mias 
Margery Hanson, the secretary of the 
organization, that they obtained a free 
passage home from the Government.

DON'T SHIRK JURY DUTY, 
MACY EMPLOYES TOLD 


Department Store Asks Courts Not 
to Accept Excuses Unless 
Made Officially. 


R. H. Macy & Co. have informed their 
employes that there must be no mofe 
shirking of jury duty. A letter has been 
sent to the courts and to the Commis- 
sioner of Jurors, asking that no employe 
of the firm be excused from jury duty 
except where circumstances are such 
that an excuse is imp¢rative. 

The letter sent to the judiciary fol- 
lows: 

‘““This company has always endeav- 
ored to encourage civic pride and re- 
sponsibility on the part of its employes, 
and because of this we have always in- 
sisted that gur people do jury duty 
whenever the’ oocasion demanded. 

“It has been brought to our atten- 
tion that on several occasions our people 
have sought to avoid this by claims of 
business pressure, and in order that 
no unjust claims of this sort should be 
made, we are asking the courts not to 
accept this statement unless it is in 
writing and bears the signature of some 
officer of the corporation, or the general 
manager.’’ 

The management has cases in the 
courts and knows the need for honest 
and intelligent jurors, it was said, and 
for this reason it felt that it. could not 
expect others to serve while its own 


employes sought excuses for evading 
their duty. he letter, it was said, was 
impelled also by the fact that employes 
vs been excused on the ground of 
usiness pressure when such an excuse 
was not valid.

Lindsay, who had 
aided the State in prosecuting two of his 
alleged accomplices, Major Redondo Sut- 
ton and Dr. Knute A. Enlind, was 
stunned at his sentence. 

“You made Women of means your 
prey,’’ said Judge Mancudo to Lindsay. 
| « You turned their heads by lavishly 
j entertaining them with their own money. 
|Your crime is no less an offense than 
highway robbery or larceny. It is true 
| your victims were persons of wealth, 
| but you left them tmpoverished. You 
| stole $325,000 from Mrs. Lillian B. Duke 
and my investigation shows that none of 
the money you got from these women 
was invested. 

“Acts of this kind, if tolerated, would 
soon prevent people from investing at 
| all and would injure the mercantile 
business of our city. It must be 
stopped. A man of your ability and 
|} shrewdness would have prospered in a 
legitimate business, but you were too 
lazy. You wanted to live by stealing 
and you are now here to reap the fruits 
of your crime.”’ 

Lindsay had pleaded guilty to stealing 
$29,860 on Dec. 8, 1921, from Mrs. Sarah 
E. Arnold of 152 West Seventy-fcurth

Luther Kountze, founder of the inter- 
national banking firm of Kountze Bros., 
who died on April 17, 1918, left an es- 
tate which was appraised yesterday at 
$4,973,950. 

The largest share of his fortune 
given to William de Lancey Kountze, 
his ‘son, who receives $1,523,098. The 
testator’s daughter, Annie Ward Doug- 
las, gets $1,353,389 and his widow, An- 
nie Parsons Kountze, is - bequeathed 
$797,464. “Ten thousand dollars is the 
bequest to his secretary, T. Irving Had- 


is 


den. There are other legacies for his 
four grandchildren, all of whom are 
still miners, and a balance of $865,- 


896 in contingent bequests. 

From his total estate of $4,546,353 
was deducted $411,928 for debts, and 
funeral and administration “expenses, 


leaving the value of the net estate at 
$4,134,425. To this was‘added, however, 
the value at the time of his death, of 
four deeds of trust which the financier 
created for his grandchildren in 1917. 
Their total worth was placed at $839,- 
524 and will be held by William de Lan- 
cey Kountze and Mrs. Douglas until 
their children shall have attained the 
age of 21. 

The largest asset in Mr. Kountze’s 
property was a block of 24,570 shares 
in the United Thacker Coal Company, 
valued at $1,776,801. The greater—por- 
tion of his stock holdings, in fact, were 
in coal concerns. A half million dollars 
he’ had invested’ in United States Gov- 
ernment 4 per cent. certificates and his 
cash in Kountze Brothers amounted to 
$458,983 plus the interest. According to 
the appraisal, the value of his interest 
in the banking firm he headed was 
$537,103.

His interest in the banking firm 
141 Broadway was left to his son. 

To his widow, Mr. Kountze bequeathed 
his stock in the Metropolitan Opera 
Company, of which he was one of the 
founders, and 20 per cent. of the resi- 
due, or $697,464. 

Born near Canton, Ohio, Mr. Kountze 
soon became interested in the banking 
business, eptering a firm in Omaha in 
1857. He’ became associated with his 
brothers Augustus, Herman and Charles 
B. Kountge soon afterward, and in i870 
the four brothers started the banking 
firm of Kountze Bros., in New York. 
It soon took on an international charac- 
ter. Luther Kountze died at 5 Hast 
Fifty-seventh Street at the age of 76.

$600,000 MORE NEEDED 





Controller Tackles Problem of Ajid- 
ing Education Board—$520,000 
Goes for Streets. 





After digging for a week in the vari- 
ous city departments, Board of Esti- 
mate investigators announced yesterday 
that they had discovered more than a 
million dollars with which to meet this 
year’s deficiencies in the Street Cleaning 
Department and in charitable institu- 
tions. After turning over $570,000 to 
these institutions and $320,000 to the 
Street Cleaning Department, tHe board; 
meeting in secret session, declared that 
$600,000 was still needed, and the investi- 
gators have until the first of the year 
in which to find the money. 

Monday’s snowstorm was. responsible 
for the turning over of the $520,000 to 
the Street Cleaning Department. The 
Mayor, back from his vacation, made it 
plain that this department, with Win- 
ter’s snowstorms already upon the city, 
could no longer be neglected. 

The $600,000 deficit still existing is 
practically all in the Board of Exuca- 
tion, and just where the money’ is com- 
ing from to make up this amount the 
Controller professed not to know. The 
Controller, it was said, is thinking of 
issuing corporate stock or tax notes. 

Forced into action by the Controller, 
the Borough Presidents managed to 


scrape up $200,000. All the Presidents | while,

Judy is a musical comedy «queen who 
leaves the ‘‘ bunch ~..of her theatre gals 
to marry the heir of a Scottish eer, 
repents in the Presbyterian solemnity 
of a Highland castle and returns to 
her own kingdem of dance and song. 
This is not the plot. Anne. Caldwell’s 
play attempts nothing Ifke that. It is 
the scenario of the color scheme—stage- 

* land, moorland and cabaret. 

The first act shows Judy and the 
Bunch in the act of her. farewell per- 
formance, the piece being an operetta 
of the mid-eighteenth century, cos- 
tumed in the wide paniers’ of the In-|- 
fanta. Fabrics and colors are of Mr. 
Dillingham’s best, and the manner in 
which those spreading garments are 
made to swirl into the rhythms of Je- 
rome Kern’s music sets a new mark 
in the mingling of grotesquerie and 
grace. 

The sprained ankle which is reported 
to have laid Joseph Cawthorne out of 
the present cast is duplicated (or dupli- 
catés) an incident in this play within the 
play. Johnny Dooley jumps into the 
réle of an eighteenth century Duke and 
rollicks with sister Ray to the vast de- 
light of the audience. Adele and Fred 
Astaire are also there, subduing their 
dance steps to the mood of a staider 


century. 

This second brother and sister do not 
come into their own until they resume 
modern clothes after the mimic play. 
Then the Bunch, bidding good-bye to 
Judy, held them aloft on a table—where 
they perilously dance arms’ length above 
their comrades. But it takes the broad 
courtyard of the castle in Scotland 
(where the Bunch turn up to visit 
Judy) to give full rein to their lope and 
gallop. It is a truly marvelous cadence, 
as original in mood as it is flawless in 
rhythmic beat. 

There are bagpipes and plaids and a 
chorus of the happy peasantry, all with 
the touch of superlative luxury and 
good taste. The final scene in the 
cabaret coe scope to new splendors 
and witcheries of color. 

Grace Hayes sings familiar melodies 
and the Brown Brothers do their saxo- 
phone stunt, to the manifest satisfaction 
of the audience. But the best of the 
show is in the earlier scenes, which give 
full scope to the mad antics of the 
Dooleys and the wild, rhythmic soarings 
of the Astaires. 

If the sad truth must be told, the 
voices in this offering are not much to 
boast about. Perhaps it is for that rea- 
son that taking melodies are few. Last 
evening's success was undoubted, but it 
Was a success of broad comedy, of con- 
summate color and dance.

As long as Miss Frieda Hempel con- 
tinues to sing as she sings now and 
; has sung, the lovers of’ the fine art of

peared. The recital that she gave last 
evening in Carnegie Hall was a renewed | 
assurance of this gratifying fact. There 
was a large and friendly audience, eager 
to be again convinced of it and to enjoy 
the consequentes and to applaud. 

Miss Hempel sang three operatic airs:

Commissioner, Back on the 
Olympic, Tells Need of Re- 
lief This Winter.

Plows and 
Them, 


Problem, D. A. Brown Asserts. 


Something to Pull 


the Solution of Russia’s 


David A. Brown, of Detroit, one of the 
commissioners selected by American 
Jewry in April to tour Russia from the 


Black Sea to Finland, and investigate 
conditions in the famine districts and 
industrial conditions in the principal 


cities, returned yesterday on the White 
Star liner Olympic from Southampton. 
He said that, unless relief was given 
to Russia this Winter, it would be worse 
than last year because the people had 
used up their fuel supplies, sold all their 


furniture, eaten their horses and cows 
and had practically nothing left to fall 
back upon. Famine would-also be felt, 
he said, in districts that were not 
touched by distress last Winter. 

In a statement prepared onthe re- 
turn voyage, Mr. Brown said: 

‘“‘Wfty® thousand American tractors, 
and an organization’ to teach the peopls 
their use, will do more than a hundred 
million dollars worth of foodstuffs to 
save the Russian people from starvation 
and put them back on the road to eco- 
nomic independence, 

‘*Ploughs, ploughs and more ploughs 
are needed to solve Russia's present 


problem—and something to pull the 
ploughs. Her horses and cattle are 
gone. They cannot be restored in a day 


or'in a year. Meanwhile the people 
must eat or starve, and too many have 
starved already. 

‘Today Russia is being kept alive by 
Afnerican charity. She is a beggar and 
bankrupt nation, with untold assets ly- 
ing, not in her mines nor in her subter- 
ranean pools of petroleum, but. within a 
foot of the surface, waiting for the 
plow to give the Midas touch that turns 
them into gold. i 

*In 1916 Russia possessed 7,350,000 
plows, and in 1921 only 2,750,000. ‘In 
other words, in five years almost two 
plows out of every three had worn out 
without having been replaced. Under 
such conditions is.it any wonder that 
there was a famine? 

“Add to this the fact that in the 
four years between 1916 and 1920 one 
horse in every four had died, and that 
in the following years of famine the 
number was still further reduced until 
in some districts there .was only one 
horse in ten left of the pre-war figures, 
and you will see why I regard tractors 
as Russia's sole hope of salvation. 

‘* During the seven weeks I spent in 
Russia I came into contact with the 
famine in all its phases. At the. same 
time I saw the workings of the relief 
organizations yeh had saved the lives 
of millions of Russia's starving. 

“No gréater piece of humanitarian 
work has ever been done in the history 
of the world. To have gone into that 
country, with its broken-down transport, 
with its almost impassable roads, with 
its lack of horses.and wagons, and to 
have taken on the colossal program of 
apa, ten and a half million men, wom- 
en and children was a great piece of 
human engineering, made possible 
through the genius of Herbert Hoover 
and his great organization, the Ameri- 
can Relief Administration. 

“It is admitted, even by the Russian 
Government, that approximately 8,000,- 
000 will need help this Winter. This is 
probably an under rather than an over 
estimate, and, while it is possible that 
the Government itself will be able to 
care for some of these, the great bur- 
den -will still rest upon the generosity 
of America.

NEWSPAPERS UPHELD 
BY COMMERCE BOARD 


Commission Rejects Eastern 


Roads’ Proposals to Alter Meth- 
ods of Distribating Supplements. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. | 28.—Proposals 
of Eastern railroads to change the meth- 
od of handling illustrated newspaper 
supplements moving fro? printing plants 
in Philadelphia, New York and other 
places to newspapers distributing them 
as part of regular issues were. held un- 
justified today by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. 

The proposals would have prevented 
shipment of the supplements in baggage 
cars at rates effective now for newspaper 
matter going out after publication. If 
the railroads were allowed to refuse this 
service, the commission held, newspapers 
using the supplements would be obliged 
to pay express or freight’ rates consid- 
erably higher than the ratés now assessed 
on baggage car transportation, resulting 
in an unjustified rate increase. 

Commissioners Hall and Eastman dis- 
sented froth the decision, declaring that 
weekly gnd\monthly periodicals might 
seek the’ permission to handle their con- 
signments in the same fashion and at 
the same rates, and declared that news- 
papers should not receive preference in 
transportation matters.
